What 
has disturbed me has been to find a 
reason for even anarchists to attack a 
man like President McKinley. Here Is 
the one country where they are allowed 
perf ei-t freedom of speech. Here as the 
ruler is a man, descended from farmer 
stock, self-made. Here is a man who 
has no fortune or no means other than 
that which he may manage to save out 
of his salary as president. 
Probably 


many a working man in the United 
States has as large an amount of real 
estate as Mr. McKinley. In addition 
he is a kindly disposed Christian gen- 
tleman and in every great emergency 
in which he could act he has been a 
friend of the common people. Why 
should he be then shot at then, even by 
anarchists?" 


Wound Reopened 


Late last night there was a slight 


ecare at the Milburn residence, caused 
by the protracted visit of the consulting 
physicians, who remained almost two 
hours, and this was increased by the 
announcement in the official bulletin, 
issued just before midnight, that a 
Blight irritation of the exterior wound, 
discovered only last night, had neces-. 
sitated the opening of the wound. 


As explained in the bulletin, which all 


the doctors signed, this irritation was 
attributed to the fact that a small frag- 
ment of the president's coat had been 
carried into the body by the bullet, and, 
although this foreign substance was. re- 
moved, a slight disturbance had de- 
veloped, which made necessary 
the 


opening of the wound. 
The doctors 


eeek to allay all apprehension by the 
positive statement that this incident 
cannot give rise to other complications, 
and their frankness in giving the news 
to the public leaves no reason to ques- 
tion their entire •good faith. 


The irritation was not in any way the 


result even of a suggestion 
of blood 


poisoning. 
The opening of the wound 


was in no sense an operation. Several 
of the stitches were taken out, and, af- 
ter a thorough antisej^c washing of 
the inflamed tissue, the wound was agt ia 
teewed. 
No anaesthetics were neces- 


sary. 


After the bulletin was issued, Secre- 


tary Cortelyou and Mr. Milburn came 
to the press tent to dispel any alarm that 
'might have arisen, with positive as- 
surances of the unimportance of the in- 
«ident. 
Secretary 
Corteylou an- 


nounced that there would not be another 
consultation until morning. After this 
all was quiet at the Blilbura house. Dr. 
Eixey and Dr. Wasdin remained on duty 
throughout the night.

, Washington, Sept. 11.— An inter-de- 
nominational service of prayer for the 
speedy recovery of President McKinley

blazing oil. She threw herself on the 
bed, which also took fire. SanBorn got 
a quilt and put out the flames, but Mrs. 
Downs was blistered over fully one- 
third of her body. She died from the 
shock.

for manslaughter.

Chicago, Sept. 11.—Emma Goldman, 


under whose red banner Leon Czolgosz 
claims he stands, and whose address, he 
says, led him to attempt the life of 
President McKinley, was arrested here 
yesterday. 


She disclaims all but the slightest 


acquaintance with the president's as- 
sailant; she denies absolutely that she, 
or anarchists she knew, were implicated 
in any plot to kill the president. 
She 


said she believed Czolgosz acted en- 
tirely on his own responsibility, and 
that he never claimed to have been in- 
spired by her.

ys her teaching led him to try to Idll 


tbe president.] 


The president, she averred, was an 


'insignificant being to her—a mere hujuan 
atom, whose life or death were matters 
of supreme indifference to her or to any 
anarchist. 
Czolgosz's act was foolish, 


yet she declared it probably had its 
inspiration ia the misery which the Pole 
had seen about him. 
Violence, she 


said, was not a tenet in the faith of the 
anarchist, and she had not advocated it. 


Miss Goldman arrived 
in Chicago 


Sunday morning from St. Louis. Her 
immunity from 
arrest afforded her 


much amusement. 
She told, in sen- 


tences punctuated with laughter, of her j 
capture. 
In her conversation with re- 


porters the excitement she was labor- 
ing under was suppressed, and only 
once did she break down completely. 
That was when Captain Schuettlfr led 
her from the office of Chief of Police 
O'Neill to tie cab which was waiting 
to convey her to the woman's annex at 
the Harrison street police station. For 
a moment she became a woman, pure 
and simple, and cried. 
In a moment, 


however, this exhibition of distress was 
over. 


She said her purpose in coming-to Chi- 


cago was to assist the anarchists who1 
were arrested several days ago. 
She 


had intended to give herself up to the 
policy but delayed it until the police 
she derided so much had taken the mat- 
ter in their own hands. 


Late in the day Miss Goldman was in- 


terviewed in the woman's annex at the 
police station by an Associated Press 
reporter. 
Miss Goldman said: 


*'I feel sure that the police are help- 


ing us more'than I could do in 10 years. 
They are making more anarchists than 
the most prominent people connected 
with the anarchist cause could make in 
10 years. 
If they will only continue 


I shall be very grateful; they will save 
me lots of work." 


"What do you think of your own ar- 


rest V" she was asked. 


"If I told you," she replied, "it -would 


look somewhat conceited. Not on ly my 
arrest, but the others smack of the liny- 
market affaii-. 
The police are very 


much in disrepute all over the country 
and they wish to do something to clear 
themselves. 
They are trying to mako 


it an anarchist plot; if they wish to 
make up a case they may succeed." 


Referring V> the would-be assassin 


Miss Goldman said: 


"I feel that the man is one of those 


unfortunates who has been driven by 
despair and misery to commit the derd. 
I feel very deeply with him, as an in- 
'dividual, as I would feel with anybody 
who suffers. 
If I had means I would' 


help him as much as I could; I would 
see that he had counsel and that justice 
was done him." 


When asked why she did not appear 


before the police when she learned that 
she was wanted, Miss Goldman said: 
"For reasons of my own I did not make 
myself known; I like to fool the police 
when I can. The very fact that I came 
to Chicago shows that I had no inten- 
tion of hiding myself. If I had wanted 
to I would.have been able to go from 
St. Louis right across to Canada, and 
then they would have looked for me a 
long time." 


"When I arrived In Chicago, I went 


to a hotel and registered under an as- 
tfumed name. Later I went to the home 
of C. P. Norrls, whom I have known in 
a business way for about a year. As 
far as I know he is not an anarchist." 


Asked if she thought Czolgosz's act 


was praiseworthy from her view point, 
she answered: "I am tot In a position 
to say whether it was good or bad. It 
is bad for the man who attempted to 
do it. 
What I don't see is why they 


should make more fuss over the presi- 
dent than anybody else. 
All men are 


born equal." 


"As to my arrest, if the police had 


.waited a few minutes longer they would 
have saved themselves the trouble and 
the glory. I was about to give myself 
np. 


"I was born In St Petersburg, Russia, 


S3 years ago. 
I came to this country 


with my<slster, who is now in Rochester, 
16 years ago. 
I speak Russian, Ger- 


man, French and English. 
I came 


from the middle class in Russia, but my 
lieart has always been with the poor 
and down-trodden.

Since the executive board first urged on 
President Shaffer that he" go after a 
settlement, it is said the Amalgamated 
president has endeavored to reopen di- 
rect negotiations with the corporation 
officials, with the hope of getting better 
terms than those secured through the 
efforts of the committee of the National 
Civic Federation. 
This failed, it is 


said, and ihe combination stands to 
offer no better terms than those given 
the Civic Federation, people. 


Yesterday in this section was full of

It was not Mc- 
Kinley the assassin as after, but the 
Visible head of the government. Presi- 
dent 
McKinley came near being a 


martyr to the cause of organized gov- 
ernment—and that, too, the most be- 
'neflcent government ever established. 


Thia it is that makes the attemut 


Upon the president's life such a' se- 
rious 
affair—far more startling and 


terrible than the shooting of Lincoln 
or Garfield. 


Far be it from our purpose to ex- 


aggerate the 
present and minimize 


the 
importance of the events of the 


past. We 
are not carried away by 


any idea of undue importance of the 
nearer event; nor do we want anyone 
to misundestand what we mean and a.± 
tribute to us a desire to place Presi- 
dent McKinley above Abraham Lin- 
coln. We art not comparing men but 
the moving causes of the crimes. 


A George Washington or an Abrai 


ham Lincoln or the wisest and great- 
est man that ever lived would have 
met 
the same fate if traced in Mc- 


Klnley's position. The blow was at the 
chosen head of the American govern- 
ment because he was that head, not 
because of anything he had ever done 
In 
office or out of it. He was struck 


down as your representative and ours 
and 
beacuse he ted been made that 


representative.

The blow came from people who are 


strangers in OUT land, not from our

mauled. WMle they 
aimed tiheir 


shafts 
of hate only against others 


and struck down European 
monarcfis 


against whom w© felt they had some 
grounds ior holding a grudge, we look- 
ed on with complacency. 


But they are not safe. Bred under 


conditions 
that make them 
bitter 


against government and lacking the 
power 
to discriminate between good 


governments 
and bad governments, 


those 
made by kings and those set 


up, and controlled by the people them- 
eelves. 
they are as likely to strike 


here as anywhere when they see offi- 
cers of ths law and the visible signs 
'of government they learned in Europe 
to hate. For the most part they do 
not speak our language, can never be 
Americanized and do not even have 
an intention on their own part to be- 
come loyal citizens or this free country. 
Conditions hav.e made them th« ene- 
mies of mankind and they have simply 
sought our shores to turn the liberty 
we enjoy into license. 


We may pity them for the misfor-

or take the lives of the 


leaders of anarchy in this country and 
their praises will be sung in the secret 
meetings 
their followers will find a 


way to hold until a-hundred others 
will be fired to emulate 
them 
and 


suffer or die f°r the cause.

and order must assert itself ?

here are for five years at 


least aliens and subject to the laws of 
another country. If one of them dur- 
ing these five years becomes known as 
an anarchist, let him be deported at 
once and sent back to the country 
whence he came. The police know lor 
the most part who the anarchists are, 
and few could come here and live for 
five years without being discovered. 


The merits of this plan are that it 


would prevent the formation here of 
anarchist colonies and to -a large ex- 
tent break up their meetings. The pun- 
ishment is not one to fire the martyr 
spirit^ and yet an effective power to 
check 
and control the spread of the 


propaganda is placed in the hands of 
the officers. 


One concession, however, we would 


make to those who demand more se- 
vere penalties. It' should be a crime 
under United States laws punishable 
by death to shoot at or make other 
open or secret attempts on the life of 
the president. 
Capital punishment is 


now the penalty 
of the success "of 


such an attempt, 
and since the as- 


sassin intends to succeed, 
such a law 


might 
not prove any mor^ effective 


than the present state laws against 
murder; but being a national law there 
would be fewer loopholes for escape, 
and 
at any rate we are willing to 


concede this much to an 
outraged 


people and their call for vengeance.

A TELEPHONE 
FOR 6REYLOCK 


Figures and Routes For Line Up the 


Mountain Baing Considered 


There is renewed talk of building a 


telephone iine to the summit of Grey- 
lock. The park commissioners are not 
yet ready to give out anything con- 
cerning the matter, but it is known 
that figures have been ascertained and 
that the project is under consideration 
Superintendent Dabol of the New Eng- 
land Telephone company was in Ad- 
ams yesterday and the matter was 
talked over. It is estimated that the 
cost would be $35 a mile for iron poles, 
$15 a mile for wooden poles, $6 a mile 
for wire and about $15 a 
mile for 


stringing the wire. 


The idea is to have the wire run 


from Adams, and three different routes 
have been suggested. One is through 
the Notch and up the mountain road 
from this city, another is by the Tin- 
ney farm in Adams end up the north 
face of the mountain, anJ the third is 
over the face of the big landslide. It 
is not probable that the last named 
route will 
be 
seriously considered. 


But 
there are other things to be consideied 
besides the length of the line, as the 
ease of getting to it and caring for 
it is a very important matter. 


Telephone accommodations at the top 


of the mountain would be a great con- 
venience to the man in charge there 
and to the public, and it is to be hoped 
the commissioners will find it« prac- 
ticable to have a line built. It -nould 
be used a great deal by visitors and 
prospective visitors, and it is probable 
that the tolls would be sufficient to 
pay running expenses and interest on 
the investment.

Sits at Pittsfield and Hears Cheshire 


Case. 
Case Against Arnold 


Print Works

September sitting of the su- 


preme judicial court began yesterday 
at Pittsfield. Chief Justice Holmes and 
Associate Justices Barker, 
Lathrop, 


Knowlton and 
Morton being present.

The woman's name is Fhil- 
omena DigHotti and she is 44 years 
old. The oldest child is 11 years old. 
The mother and children have been In 
this city for nearly three months and 
are living at the rear of the co-opera- 
tive store on Holden street in the dir- 
est want, as the matter is represent- 
ed to the city almoner. It is said they 
have been" sleeping on piazzas, etc.

To dwarf trees as the Chinese do you

FOOTBALL CHANGES. 


Slight Alteration* In ThU 


Yeuv'a Unles. 


This year's changes 5n the college 


football rules do not affect the general 
Etyls of the game, but there are a num- 
ber of points which claim attention, 
says the New York Mail and Express. 
In sectica D ofil-nle 4'tee definition of 
a safety is elaborated so as fo make a 
kick by a player from behind bis goal 
Hue, which sends the ball across the 
side line before it reaches the line of 
the goat posts, a safety. 


Heretofcve such a play would have 


given tL-e oyycsiag side a touchdown. 
The ball werald have become theirs as 
soon as it crossed the side line, and up- 
on bulging it back they would have 
touched it down behind their oppo- 
nents' (who kicked the ball) goal line, 
thus makiag a touchdown. The ruled 
committee deemed this unfair and for 
that reason decided that the misplay 
should only result in a safety. 


A note has been added to rule 10, 


which deals with offside play. This 
more clearly defines "being ahead of 
the ball" acd doing away with an In- 
consistency as to what part of the ball 
should be reckoned upon as the decid- 
ing line. Rule 12 Is so altered that two 
minutes -is the maximum time to be 
taken out for delay. 


Th^e Is also a slight change In the 


wording of the rule regarding the posi- 
tion of the opposing players at the kick- 
out and kick from fair 'catch. In rule 
14 an omission has been supplied ill j 
case of a kick after touching bali in at j 
side lines, requiring a kibk of at leafct' 
ten yarcis. Section A of rule 17 regard-! 
Ing interference and delaying the oth-: 
er side from putting the ball in play • 
has been changed to prevent pulling J 
about in the rush line. Such tactics j 
will now be regarded as delaying the j 
game and consequently subject to a7 
five yard penalty. 


An addition has been made to section 


B of rule 21, dealing with downs, so 
that in case of a penalty the number 
of the down shall remain the same; if 
otherwise it should be to the profit of 
the offending side. Eule 22 has been 
changed so as to stipulate that a kick 
after the ball has been touched in, aft- 
er going out of bounds, shall be at 
least ten yards. 


To rule 25 a requirement has been 


added that the referee, when a team ig 
about to try for a goal, shall* signal 
with his hand as soon as the ball 
touches the ground. 
Heretofore thia 


has been the general custom. Changes 
have also been made In rule 28, which 
deals with penalties. The wording in 
the section with regard to penalties for 
interference with a fair catch has been 
altered so that the official may now 
judge more easily what course to pur- 
sue.

The total mileage of railways in tb« 


United States at the end of the fiscal 
year 1900 WEB 183,346, an Increase 
4,051 in the twelve months immediate- 
ly following July 1, 1899, says a Wash- 
Ington dispatch to the New York Sun. 
In 1890 the railway, mileage of the 
country waa 163,597, and the gain in 
the following tea years was therefore 
29,748 miles. The 1890 record of mile- 
age does not include, the railroads of 
Alaska, which are about twenty-two 
miles in length. These are the figures 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
•ion, whose annual report has just 
been completed. Other statistics given 
in the report are; 


The number of miles of railroad to 


square miles of territory, not including 
Alaska or insular possessions, in 1900 
was 6.51, and the number of miles pet 
10,000 inhabitants was 25.44. 
The 


mileage has not increased quite as rap- 
Idly as the population, for there were 
25.99 miles of road for every 10,000 In- 
habitants in 1890. 
The mileage pel 


square mile, however, was only 5.51 
In 1890. 


The greatest railway mileage last 


year was in Illinois, 11,002 miles. 
Pennsylvania was second, witb 10,330 
miles; Texas third, with 9,886; Iowa 
fourth, with 9,185, and New York 
fifth, with 8,121. The number of men 
employed on railroads last year was 
1,017,653 as against 749,301 in 1890, 
this being 529 employees for each 100 
miles of line as against 479 ten years 
before. No attempt is made to set a 
valuation on railroad property, but it 
is shown that the railway capital In- 
vested amounted in 1900 to f 5,645,463, 
867 as against ?4,574.576,1S1 in 1890 
and $5,518,948,172 in 1889. These fig- 
ures measure in no sense the value of 
the property. 


The total number of prisons killed 


during the fiscal year covered by tee 
report was 7,865; the total nnmb^r in- 
jured, 50,320. 
The nuaibar 0? ere- 


ployees killed during the year wns 
2,550 and the number injured 39,043. 
The number of passengers killed dur- 
ing the year was 249 and the number 
Injured 4,128. This leaves assigned to 
"other persons" a total of 5,066 killed 
end 6,549 injured. From these state- 
ments it appears that the number of 
casualties during the year exceeds the 
casualties for any previous year for 
which the interstate commerce com- 
mission has record. 


Yellow, the prevailing color in use 


on the cars, stations and other prop- 
erty of the big Plant system of rail- 
ways, is to be banished and more mod- 
est tints adopted, says a dispatch from 
Savannah to the New York World. 
This is a direct dab at the taste of the 
widow of H. B. Plant, founder of fbe 
eystem, which was responsible for the 
widespread use of the canary hue. 


The transformation will be gradual. 


Already the freight cara have been 
painted a dark red, and that color will 
be used on the third and fourth class 
Stations. The stations of the first class 
In the larger cities will be painted in 
variegated colors, such as artistic 
taste may dictate, while those of the 
second class will be gray with maroon 
trimmings. This combination will con- 
stitute in great part the new colors of 
the system. It may take a year or two 
to get rid of the yellow. 


The Atlantic Coast Line has made a 


rule that hereafter a passenger desir- 
ing to obtain exclusive use of a draw- 
ing room in a Pullman car on that 
line must buy two railroad trip tick- 
ets as well as pay the necessary fee to 
the Pullman company. This action Js 
taken, it is explained, because of the 
great demand for drawing room ac- 
commodations on the Atlantic Coast 
Line's Florida trains. The new rule 
has already been productive of one suit 
for damages against the Pullman com- 
pany. This suit is brought by a law- 
yer for the purpose of testing a ticket 
purchaser's rights In the matter. 


The American locomotive has found 


favor with Japanese railroad officials. 
The superintendent of the Sanyo com- 
pany at that point says: "We don't in- 
tend to order any more English engines 
for the present Our principal reasons 
are that we cannot get them quickly 
enough and that they cost half as much 
again as American engines. Orders to 
English makers are filled in from nine 
to twelve months' time, while Ameri- 
can manufacturers supply them in 
from seven to nine months after ac- 
ceptance of tender. The fuel consump- 
tion comes out -about the same with 
the American and Mie British engine."

council was called to order last night 
at the usual hour and all of the mem- 
bers responded to the roll-call except 
Braman, Broderick, Evans, OConnor, 
?erry and Rice. 
The first business was to act on the 


mayor's appointments of election offi- 
cers, the list of which was presented 
at last week's meeting and passed to 
a' second reading. The list was pub-

ed assassination of President McKin- 


r. 
Mayor Wilkinson caught the 


speaker's eye and by a quiet motion 
notified him that this had been done, 
and Councilman Mahoney resumed his 
seat. Councilman Dennett then arose 
and after saying that the 
terrible 


crime was nowhere 
abhorred 
more 


than in this city he presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which he said he 
had prepared at the suggestion of the 
mayor. 
Mr. Dennett then read the 


resolutions in a clear 
and 
distinct 


voice, and was heard with the closest 
attention. 


Resolution* 


Resolved, That we, the city council 


of North Adams, in regular session 
assembled, and acting in our official 
capacity as representatives of all the 
people of our city, do unanimously 
adopt the following declaration as a 
true expression of our sentiments in 
reference to the attempted assassina- 
tion of President McKinley by the an- 
aichist, Leon Czolgosz, 


We tender our sincere sympathy to 


our suffering president and his afflict- 
ed wife, and we pray that his re- 
covery, which now seems 
probable, 


irsy speedily become a certainty. 


We denounce the miscreant, 
who 


under the guise of a friendly hand- 
clasp struck the cowardly blow, as a 
creature unfit to live. We will not say 
that sometime, somewhere, he may not 
be a subject for the mercy of God; but 
we affirm that here and now he should 
receive nothing but stern justice from 
the hands of men. 


We also denounce all the individuals 


organizations and publications, wheth- 
er they are called anarchistic or by 
some other name, 
whose teachings 


and influence incite half insane ego- 
tists to such horrible crimes. 


We claim that when free speech and 


a free press become instruments for 
the incitement to assassination 
and 


the approval of murder, that they have 
passed beyond their 
legitimate use, 


and the public safety demands that 
such utterances be suppressed by the 
stern hand of the law. 


We therefore call upon our senators 


and representatives, both state and 
national, • to 
use 
their influence in 


favor of the enactment of laws which 
will suppress anarchists, and anarchy 
in all its forms, by such punishment 
as may be~ adequate and sufficient to 
accomplish that 
result. 
Specifically, 


we ask our senators and representa- 
tives in congress to support a bill mak- 
ing an attempt 
to assassinate the 


president punishable by death. 


When the reading had been finished 


President Whitaker said that it seem- 
ed unnecessary to attempt to add any- 
thing. He felt that all were in accord 
with the resolutions. ,The attempte 1 
murder of the president was a blow to 
the country which all felt deeply, and 
he thought the resolutions would fitly 
express the feelings of the council. A 
motion to adopt them was made anJ 
Councilman Amadon moved that this 
oe done by a rising vote. The rul?s 
of the council called for a yea and nay 
vote, which was taken and was unanl 
mous, and afterward a rising vote was 
called for and every councilman was 
instantly on his feet. 


Councilman 
Hunter 
presented an 


order that a copy of the resolutions be 
sent to President 
McKinley, that 


copies also be furnished to the sena- 
tors and congressmen from 
Massa- 


chusetts and that it be placed on the 
journal of the council. This was voted 


President Whitaker then offered any 


member of the council an opportunity 
to speak on the subject, which was of 
keen interest to all. Councilman Ma- 
honey said the resolutions were en- 
tirely satisfactory 
to 
him, and he 


thought they were strong enough. 


Councilman Ladam wanted to hear 


from the mayor, and Mr. Wilkinson 


• responded. He said he felt as deeply 
stirred by this crime as he ever had 
in his life. He remembered the assass- 
ination of Lincoln and Garfield, and 
when he Jearned 
of 
the attempted 


murder of President McKinley he was 
profoundly moved, and he felt that the 
council shouW do VAa.t it could to 
help annihilate from this country tho 


nfluences that lead to such crimes. 
He had talked with Congressman Law- 
rence, who considered the passage of 
such resolutions as had been- passed 
entirely proper. He had also spoken to 
President Whitaker and had called on 
Councilman Dennett to draft the reso- 
utions. 
Mayor - Wilkinson thought 


congress should make the crime of at- 
tempting the life of 
the 
president 


reason. He said this thing shou'd be 
broken up. The country has been dis- 


raced, he said, by plots formed here 


to assassinate foreign heads. He did 
not know whether it would be possible 
o stop it all, but he thought tfe could 
stop public meetings held for the pur- 
pose of advocating th& murder of gov- 
einment officials 
It was an outrage 


beyond the power of language to ex- 
press. Lincoln, Garfield and McKinley, 
among the best men the. country ever 
produced, had been marks for the ass- 
assin, and Mr. Wilkinson thought it 
ime to take steps to prevent the re- 
petition of such crimes 
if 
such a 


hing were possible. He regretted that 
Senator Wellington felt indifferent to 
he outcome in McKinley's case, and 
said this country has no further use 
'or Senator Wellington. 


Councilman Mahoney spoke again 


telling how a .little boy raised his hat 
o the president when McKinley rode 
through* Blackinton a few years ago, 
and the president, noticing it, raised 
lis hat in return. The boy when he 
heard of the shooting the other day, 
asked if it was the same man, and 
when told that it was he was greatly 
saddened. Mr. Mahoney said if this 
sort of thing is continued our presi- 
dents will have to be guarded as they 


uard crowned heads in Europe? and 


he thought this would be a sad thing 
n a country where the head of the 
natior has always been considered as 
free to go and come among the people 
as any other man.

thought

would be a gtfod thing to- take all the 
anarchists and place them on a.n island 
by themselves, without government or 
police ,and let them work out their 
own theories of government and take 
the consequences. He thought many 
of them were posing for notoriety, and 
that this would be a good way to stop 
t. 
Councilman Amadon 
agreed with 


:hig proposition, but wanted to know 
where under the sun a place could be 
found mean enough to put them. 


Councilman Ladam said he felt the 


attempt to kill the president as keenly 
as any one, but wanted to know how 
we were going to get at these people. 
The late Rev. John P. Coyle, he said 
pronounced Jesus Christ tho supreme 
anarchist. "Where are we going to 
draw the line?" he asked. "Who is 
going to decide what sort of writing 
and speaking teaches murder?" 


Councilman 
Bonnar 
agreed 
with 


ouncilman Dennett, but thought the 


resolutions pretty sweeping In sojne 
parts, although he had voted to adopt 
them. The abuse of free speech must 
be guarded against, but he thought 
great and good men whose duty it was 
to do this would attend- to It without 
the aid of the North Adams city coun- 
cil. As far as passing a law that will 
insure safety to our presidents from 
the hand of the assassin is concerned 
he did not see how it conild be done. He 
considered the man who tried to kill 
President McKinley mad, and thought 
legislation to restrain such men as 
that would be as ineffectual as legis- 
lation against hydrophobia. 


Councilman Mahoney was on his feet 


again for the third time. He did not 
believe the president's assailant was 
mad, but that he was selected for the 
deed by an organized body whose chief 
desire is the death of the heads of all 
organized government. t He also took 
issue with Councilman Ladam, saying 
that the late Rev. Dr. Coyle did not 
pronounce Christ the supreme anar- 
chist, but the supreme socialist. This 
ended the discussion arid the meeting 
adjourned at 8.15 o'clock. 


The members, however, had not dis- 


posed of all of their oratorical ammu- 
nition, and lingered for sorne pretty 
warm talk as they made their way 
from 
the 
city hall. 
Parliamentary 


rules did not prevail here, and tho 
floor was not only open, but open to 
all at the same time. Everybody was 
good natured, and while 
all 
were 


agreed that the murder of presidents 
should be stopped and that anarchy 
should be stamped 011 of the country, 
if possible, yet there was some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the ways and 
means, and the debate would have 
been of prime interest in any place 
except a meeting of anarchist^, where 
it would undoubtedly 
have 
been 


promptly "suppressed."
